He said the Federal "Govern- - 
ment might have authority to 
act against^ persons who dose 
a science laboratory built with 
a direct Federal! grant. But he 
doubted that it could act in be- 
half of students receiving 
eral loans administered by the 
colleges. ’ Mitchell ’ ' also sadd 
policing college violence was 
primarily a local responsibility 
and asked for no new legisla- 
tion. 

A Justice Department 
spokesman said yesterday the 
question of using the Civil i 
i Rights Act on the campuses is 
i still under study. 

[ Leonard, whose testimony 
; was made. available in printed 
form yesterday, was asking for 
money to hire more . people,

The House Education and 
Labor . Committee, which is 
scheduled to begin voting 
Tuesday on an anti-college- !

lege presidents. Their testi- 
mony is expected to be heavily 
against the bill,; which would 
cut off Federal aid to colleges 
that fail to file with the Gov- 
ernment guidelines setting.lim-l 
its on student demonstrations. 
It also would cut off aid to stu- 
dent rioters who violate col- 
lege -regulations or are con- 
victed of a crime. 

The Committee invited 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Secretary* Robert H. 
Finch, who is away . on a 
week’s vacation, and.Commis-l 
sioner of Education James E, 
Allen Jr., who is expected td 
testify. Both met with Republi- 
can members of the Commit- 
tee Thursday and stated their 
opposition to cutting off aid to I 
colleges. 

Also invited were the presi- 
dents of the universities of 
California, Texas, Alabama, 
North Carolina, Michigan, Chi- 
cago, Yale and Brandeis.
